J. H. Sycamore, 96, Actively 
Employed at Trade in St. 
Louis for 65 Years.

Joseph H. Sycamore, oldest of St. 
Louis printers, who was actively em- 
ployed at his trade in this city for 65 
years, celebrated his ninety-sixth 

birthday Monday at the home of 
his sons, Henry and Joseph F. Syca- 
more, near Carsonville, St. Louis 


County, 


The aged man talked to a Post- 


Dispatch reporter of the early 
St. Louis newspapers, on which he 
worked as a compositor and of 


methods of news gathering in the 
days before the railroad and the tele- 
graph. ; 

He was born in Germany in 1822, 
and came to this country in 1838, 
living for a time on a farm on the 
Missouri River, near Washington, 
Mo. Then he came to St. Louis, and 
“went to work as a printer on the 
Evéning New Era, of which Charles 
C. Ramsey and Nathaniel Paschall 
were publishers. 

The Evening 
burned down in 1849, in what Syc- 
amore calls“‘the big St. Louis fire.’’ 
In the following year, Ramsey and 
Thomas Yeatman started a new 
plant, reviving the Evening Néw Era 
and adding a morning paper, the 


' Intelligencer, as a rival to the Re- 


publican. Ih °653 or °54, as he fre- 
calls it, the Evening New HPra was 
bought out by the Dispatch, which, 
in later years, was one of the pa- 
pers merged into the Post-Dispatch.

Fred A. Renick, Wounded on April 
4, Wrote on March 15 That He

Fred A. Renick, a St. Louis ambu- 
lancé driver in France, who was 
decorated with the Medal Militaire, 
after heroic action, April 4, in which 
he attempted to convey three wound- 
ed men along a shell-swept road un- 
til his ambulance was blown to bits 
and he was maimed for life by an 
exploding shell, wrote on March 18 
to his sister, Mrs. Ruth Voigt of 
4276 Arsenal street, as follows:

allies, by this manifesting effort 
and sacrifice on the part of those 
who, though not privileged to 
bear arms, are of one spirit, pur- 
pose and determination with our 
warriors. 

In witness whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed.

In the latter part of August, 1913, 
he gropped from sight for a week 
and when his creditors, becoming 
apprehensive, made inquiries, it was 
admitted by his attorney that he had 
suffered heavy losses. He was 


at the home of a relative in St. 
‘Louis and said that he had left 
Belleville to avoid a nervous break- 
down and would remain away until 
‘his affairs were straightened out. 

But it *was found that his affairs 
could not be straightened out. A 
warrant was issued and he returned 
to Belleville, submitted to arrest and 
gave bond. His indictment on _ six 
counts followed. He entered a plea 
of guilty to one of the counts and re- 
ceived the indeterminate sentence. 

Among the disclosures that sur- 
prised Belleville residents was that 
Fink had béen known as a spender 
in the night life of St. Louis and 
that he was attentive to a young 
woman, a stenographer, formerly of 
Freetiurg, Ill, and was planning to 
marry her.

Put on May 30 we have a half day in 
which to put a few flowers on the graves 
of those tht have made business possible. 
The employer can leave the business in 
care of his employes and go to the memo- 
rial ceremonies and to the cemetery and 
put flowers on the graves of his loved ones, 
but the majority of those who have done 
so much for our Flag are relatives of the 
employes who must be on duty till noon. 
‘After they get through work and have 
dinner it is too late to do anything but 
have a good time as the ceremonies are 
about all over and everyone that could do 
so, has been to the cemetery and placed 
flowers. 
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THE LUSITANIA POLICY REMAINS. 

Today the news of another Lusitania massacre, 
the anniversary of which was observed yesterday, 
would astonish nobody. It would be taken as a 
matter of course. There would be astonishment 
only if the German Government stayed its hand 
and refused to take advantage of the opportunity 
to slay the weak and defenseless if any immedi- 
ate military atlvantage could possibly result | 

What seemed unbelievable three years ago is 
now so wholly in accord ‘with the manner in which 
Germany makes war that it is accepted as one of 
the commonplace activities of frightfulness in ac- 
tion. That ts the status to which Prussianism and 
autocracy have brought a nation which four years 
ago ranked as first in many of its standards of 
civilization. Even the lies that the German Gov- 
ernment employed to justify the slaughter of the 
Lusitania victims are now recognized as char- 
acteristic of the Imperial Government and of Ber- 
lin diplomacy. 

In all history there is no other such instance 
of the crucifixion of the soul of a nation by its 
Government as this junker autocracy has wrought 
with Germany. The amazing thing is that the 
German people themselves have given no evidence 
as yet of their ability to understand what has hap- 
pened, or to realize that no military victory, what- 
ever its consequences, would leave them anything 
but pariahs until they had made atonement for 
the crimes that their Government has committed 
in their name until they had destroyed the infa- 
mous political system out of which this iniquity 
came. 

The countries that have been crushed and devas- 
tated can all be rehabilitated. The material dam- 
age can be obliterated, and the blood that has been 
spilled in defense of liberty will remain forever a 
red badge of honor; but for Germany there can be 
no rehabilitation until the German people them- 
selves have come to share with the rest of the 
world its horror and detestation of the institution 
which is responsible for the more wanton and ter- 
rible crime that civilzation has witnessed. 
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Senator King explained to the Senate that his 
criticism of the Post-Dispatch on account of the 
Weinsburg interview was due to an impression 
that Dr. Weinsburg was editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch. The Senator’s explanation is worse than 
his offense. 
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TERRIFIC PACE FOR U-BOATS.

Shutout in Baseball 
History 43 Years Ago 


ASEBALL ~ history reveals 
some interesting facts. 


Among other things you discover 
that the Cincinnati Reds were the 
first team to appear in knick- 
erbockers. This was in 1868. 

In 1846 the New Yorks beat the 
-Knickerbockers (who, in spite of 
their name, wore long trousers) 
21 to 1 in four innings. It was 
necessary to play only until one 
team collected 21 runs. That end- 
ed the game. 

Up to June 19, 1846, a popular 
method of putting the baserunner 
out was to hit him with the ball 
In the game between the Knick- 
bockers and New Yorks this 
rule was abolished for good. 

On July 4, 1886, a game between 
Leadville and St..Joseph clubs, at 
Leadville, Col, was stopped by a 
snow storm. This is the only 
fame on record that was ever 
stopped by a-snow storm on July 4. 

Chicago White ,Stockings beat 
the St. Louis Browns 1 to 0, on 
May 12, 1875. This is the first 
shut-out on record.
